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REPORTER’S 
REFLECTIONS 
—Voters in the nine-public high 
school Sauk VaUey Community 
College district hav e twice made 
the right choices and these hav e 
paid off. 
On June 8 , 1905, they ov er­ 
whelmingly approv ed creating the 
college district. 
On July 8 , 1965, they elected a 
good sev en-man board which has 
worked together to put the college 
in the lead, along with four others 
in the state, in apply ing for state 
and federal aid. 
Just a step behind these leaders 
are 30 to 35 college districts 
throughout the state. 
Saturday these v oters will go 
to the polls again for the pur­ 
pose of permitting the college 
to maintain the adv antage of 
Its ex cellent start and hasten 
Hie day classes will open for 
stu d en ts on the campus along 
the Rock Riv er midway between 
Dix on and Sterling. 
To date the two most important 
things accomplished In terms of 
getting the campus built hav e 
been achiev ing class I rating for 
the college and filing for federal 
aid by Jan. 15. 
Only four other new college 
districts In the state hav e ad­ 
v anced this far. 
The cost of the campus will be 
$15.9 million and because class I 
'status has been gained the district 
can and has applied for federal- 
state aid for 75 per cent of the 
building cost. 
The 
remainder, 
$3,975,000, Is 
What v oters are being asked to 
approv e in the building bond ref­ 
erendum Saturday . 
Spread ov er the assessed v al­ 
uation 
of 
the 
district, 
this 
amounts to a tax of 8 cents 
per $190 of assessed v aluation, 
or $8 per $10,000 of property 
v aluation. 
Failure of the v oters to approv e 
this on Saturday , would put the 
district back with the 30 to 35 
others scrambling for recognition 
and readiness to apply for aid 
funds. 
In addition to receiv ing fav or­ 
able aid in offsetting building 
costs, Class I schools also are 
eligible to receiv e state aid to 
meet operational casts at $11.50 
per semester hour. 
Two factors make being in 
Che position of Sauk Valley so 
fav orable, but both of them can 
be maintained for certain only 
by a fav orable v ote Saturday . 
These are that after 1970 aid to 
offset building costs drops from 
75 per cent to 50 per cent and 
there is simply not enough money 
no far appropriated to meet the 
demands of all districts which will 
apply for aid. 
The first factor means if Sauk 
Valley College plans can be ap­ 
prov ed and aid receiv ed before 
1970, the local cost is the $3,975,- 
000 asked rather than $7,950,000 
not taking into account increased 
building costs. 
Sauk Valley has this one made, 
If it gets v oter approv al Satur­ 
day . 
If the referendum fails and the 
district becomes inv olv ed in the 
mad scramble with 30 to 35 dis­ 
tricts it is impossible to say how 
many of them will make it before 
1970. 
The second factor points out 
that there Ls not enough money 
to go around and it is ex pected 
now that what is av ailable will 
be allocated to districts on a 
“ first-come,’» “ first-serv ed” ba­ 
sis. 
As noted before Sauk Valley 
now maintains a position among 
the fortunate first few districts. 
If the referendum fails» board 
members ominously admit, it may 
be y ears before the college can 
come this dose to actually receiv ­ 
ing aid again. 
We said in the beginning the 
v oters hav e twice made right 
choices about die community col­ 
lege, we hope and we believ e they 
will do so again Saturday .

A Little Earlv This Year 


Caruso in Small 
Family of Great Men 


By HENRY J . TAYXOR 
Enrico Caruso was born on Feb. 25, 1873. We can well honor 
die day . Great men are a v ery small family on this earth and he 
was one of them. It is hard to do any thing better than it is gen­ 
erally done and to do something better than any one in the world 
can do it Is hard indeed. 
Caruso reigned for 18 y ears at New York’s Metropolitan Opera 
House and sang 87 roles in the process. A few critics at that time 
claimed Tomogno had a superior v oice and Bond a more 
suav e one. 
but, as someone has said, “ There was only one 
Caruso: all the rest were tenors.“ 
What is greatness? Find it where y ou may , 


d e fin e It as y ou prefer, choose the field y ou please, 
bat y ou cannot separate it from talent’s creativ e 
power. 
In subsequent y ears probably only Kirsten 
Flagstad had an equiv alently remarkable career 
and this, perhaps hardly recalled, had its own 
strange background. 
Its major phase started unbeliev ably late: 
TAYIX)R 
Flagstad was 48 when she appeared unheralded at the Metropolitan. 
Twenty y ears of undistinguished European engagements in minor 
rotes were her only credentials. And then the opera sky lit up with 
the “ inex haustible sea of molten gold” that was her v oice and she 
literally sav ed the Metropolitan at the v ery bottom of the Depres­ 
sion. Moreov er, Flagstad was still singing superbly at 60, and some­ 


t im e s in a newly discov ered alto. She died in peace at 8 7 . 


For Caruso, the end was dramatically , horribly different. Noth­ 
ing in all the annals of opera compares with the night on this same 
stage when Caruso was singing an opus, and Caruso spit blood. He 
died at 48 . 
TMs man who was to take the music world by storm was first 
apprenticed as a child to a mechanical engineer. But by 11 he was 
■jpglwg in the Naples' choirs and made his professional debut there 
at 38 . “ He who builds no castles hi the air builds no castles any ­ 
where.“ was prov ed again. For came his Marcello in “ La Boherae” 
hi 1888 and this was the great beginning for Caruso, age 25 . 
He arriv ed at the Metropolitan a famous figure before he was 
SI. He also carried with him a set of superstitions that would hav e 
Mtooished an Elizabethan crone. 
Caruso had meager musicianship, although In all technical re­ 
spects Us singing was hi the purest Italian sty le. His tone — so 
rich and warm — was flawless, and both In and out of the theatre 
he alway s seemed on the v erge of a lov ely song. 
He first studied, restudied and studied again the librettos. This 
was the root of Caruso. Ev ery fine artist in any field has a policy 
of some kind and this was Us. He alway s felt the librettos con­ 
trolled the music. Language was decisiv e to Caruso, in all its re­ 
finements and nuances, as the v ehicle by which he understood what 
the music ribould mean. As a result, he confined himself completely 
to Italian and French operas. For these he learned more than 588 
songs. 
Caruso was unique in nev er hav ing ap p e ar e d in a Wagnerian 
work for this reason. He shunned, as well, all operas by Russian, 
Polish, Spanish, British, American, etc., composers, although he 
appeared in Berlin, Leningrad, Moscow, Warsaw, and countless 
places where magnificent nativ e operas were demanded as great 
fav orites. 
Ev en today our public’s recollection of his Canto in “ I Pagliacci” 
Is poignant, hot hi Naples last summer his professional contempo­ 
raries told me that he considered his Rodolfo in Puccini’s “ La 
Boheme” Us greatest triumph and inv ariably shared the credit 
with the Mimi of soprano Dame Nellie Melba. Incidentally , I gather 
Caruso alway s called this fdlow-genius “ Miss Mitch,” for she was 
an Australian and her name before she stood on her unchallenged 
pedestal was Helen Porter Mitchell. 
Hie y ears pass into y ears and we count our time in priv ate 
rhy thms which hav e little to do with numbers of the shifting mem­ 
ory of great artists, but each remains a linchpin in the pleasure of 
our liv es. For one builds on the other, in aims, in effort and in 
achiev ement and in his field no one ev er died less than Enrico 
Caruso.

Q — After my second child was 
born I was tired all the time and 
my face was puffy . My doctor did 
a PBI test, which was normal, but 
he said I had a thy roid deficiency 
and he gav e me thy roid ex tract. 
Why would my thy roid suddenly 
stop working and, if it is deficient, 
why would the PBI test be nor­ 
mal? If I eat foods rich in iodine 
will that pep up my thy roid? 
A — Thy roid failure, when not 
caused by remov al erf part of the 
thy roid, may be the result of a 
disease of the pituitary , the gland 
that produces a thy roid-stimulat­ 
ing hormone, or it may be caused 
by getting too much iodine in y our 
diet ov er a period of y ears. Iodine 
is used to treat a thy roid that is 
ov eractiv e. 
No laboratory test is 100 per 
cent reliable. That is why it is 
often necessary to repeat a test 
and why it is alway s necessary 
to weigh the results against the 
other findings, which is ex actly 
what y our doctor did. 
Q — When I had my goiter re­ 
mov ed six y ears ago I weighed 
111 pounds. Since then I hav e 
gained 40 pounds and am not so 


nerv ous. Are both of these effects 
a result of the operation? 
A —Both effects are a natural 
consequence of correcting thy roid 
ov er-activ ity . Your goiter must 
hav e been the ty pe known as tox ­ 
ic or ex ophthalmic. 
Q — I am 41 and am about to 
be married for “ the first time. 
What are the chances of my be­ 
coming pregnant? How dangerous 
would a first childbirth be at my 
age?

Nix on has the support of party 
pros in ev ery section of the coun­ 
try , of conserv ativ e and liberals 
alike. Ex plains Edward G. J ane­ 
way , GOP national committee­ 
man from Vermont: 
“ At this moment, Nix on seems 
to be the only person who has 
the ear and respect of almost all 
factions.” 
Rep. Robert J . Corbett of Pen­ 
nsy lv ania, a Republican liberal, 
endorsed Nix on, asserting that he 
alone can unite the party in 1968.

“ With inflation threatening the 
stability of a boom economy , 
with costs of a bitter war rising 
fast,” By rnes say s, “ it would 
seem v ital that the nation recog­ 
nize that it must either establish 
certain priorities in public spend­ 
ing. or face the real dangers of 
either inflation or federal con­ 
trols. or both. There is little ev i­ 
dence that this has been done in 
the fiscal '67 budget.” 
Sen. Peter Dominick (R.-Colo.) 
notes that wholesale prices 
are 
rising at the fastest rate in ten 
y ears and that retail prices are 
sure to follow. 
Inflation has drastically cut the 
real v alue of the dollar and Do­ 
minick cites gov ernment statis­ 
tics to prov e his point. In the last 
10 y ears, 
the food dollar has 
dropped to 85 cents. The rent dol­ 
lar is now worth 87 cents, the 
transportation dollar 82 cents. The 
homebuilding dollar has declined 
to 80 cents, the college-cost dol­ 
lar to 76 cents, and the auto in­ 
surance dollar to 74 cents. 
The doubletalk erf administra­ 
tion economists cannot obscura 
the fact that reckless gov ernment 
spending has kicked off a perilous 
inflation. Republicans who cam­ 
paign as adv ocates of fiscal san­ 
ity will be the big winners in No­ 
v ember, predict Nix on and other 
party leaders.

Th ey feel th at th e co ncepts o f 
th e religio n — co nsidered so rev ­ 
o lu tio nary du ring its first 100 
y ears — will be mo re widely and 
readily u ndersto o d in th e y ears 
ah ead. 
Th e h ealing o f a sev ere inju ry 
in 1866 was, in Mrs. Eddy ’s o wn 
wo rds, “th e falling apple th at led 
me to th e disco v ery .” Th e h ealing 
o ccu rred as sh e read o ne o f Jesu s’ 


h ealings, in Matth ew’s go spel, and 
th e ex perience began to pu t a 
new ligh t o n ev ery th ing sh e knew 
as a Ch ristian. Sh e became co n­ 
v inced th at th e Principle u nderly ­ 
ing th e life and teach ing o f Jesu s 
is fu ndamental to ex istence itself 
— “th e div ine principle o f all 
real being.” 
Sh e o nce su mmarized th e co n­ 
cept in th is way : “We mu st learn 
th at Go d is infinitely mo re th an a 
perso n, o r finite fo rm, can co n­ 
tain; th at Go d is a div ine wh o le, 
and all, an all-perv ading intelli­ 
gence and Lo v e, a div ine, infinite 
principle; and th at Ch ristianity is 
a div ine Science” (Miscellaneo u s 
Writings). 
Natu ral Ou tco me 
Th is is a basic premise o f 
Ch ristian Science. And spiritu al 
h ealing is co nsidered to be o ne 
o f th e natu ral o u tco mes wh en th e 
indiv idu al begins to co mmit h im­ 
self to wo rking o u t h is life fro m 
th e standpo int o f th is premise. 
At first, Mrs. Eddy and th e 
early stu dents o f Ch ristian Science 
h ad h o pes th at th ese teach ings 
wo u ld be readily accepted into 
th e establish ed Ch ristian ch u rch es 
o f wh ich mo st o f th em were mem­ 
bers. Bu t as co ntro v ersy co ntin­ 
u ed to su rro u nd th e y o u ng mo v e­ 
ment, th ey v o ted in 1879 to o r­ 
ganize a ch u rch o f th eir o wn — 
“designed to co mmemo rate th e 
wo rd and wo rks o f o u r Master, 
wh ich sh o u ld reinstate primitiv e 
Ch ristianity and its lo st element 
o f h ealing.” Ov er th e nex t sev eral 
decades, a stru ctu re o f ch u rch o r­ 
ganizatio n and go v ernment was 
ev o lv ed th at h as remained per 
manent. 
A ch u rch manu al written by 
Mrs. Eddy pro v ides th e general 
framewo rk, with a fiv e-member 
bo ard o f directo rs in Bo sto n to 
co ndu ct th e bu siness o f Th e Mo th ­ 
er Ch u rch . 
With in th e framewo rk o f th is 
manu al, co mplete lo cal self-go v ­ 
ernment is pro v ided fo r each o f 
th e indiv idu al branch ch u rch es. 
Th ey elect th eir o wn o fficers, set 
u p th eir o wn by -laws, and make 
all majo r decisio ns by a v o te o f 
th eir o wn membersh ip. 
Wo rsh ip Serv ices 
One th ing th at remains u niv er­ 
sal in th e ch u rch is th e fo rm o f 
th e wo rsh ip serv ices. Since th e 
ch u rch h as no o rdained clergy 
and is a mo v ement co mpo sed en­ 
tirely o f lay men, it was early es­ 
tablish ed th at th e fu nctio n o f 
“pasto r” wo u ld be filled by th e 
Bible (traditio nal Pro testant v er­ 
sio n) and th e deno minatio nal tex t­ 
bo o k (“Science and Health with 
Key to th e Scriptu res”). 
Bible lesso ns made u p o f cita­ 
tio ns fro m th ese two bo o ks serv e 
as th e co re o f th e Ch u rch ’s edu ­ 
catio nal sy stem, as well as its 
Su nday 
serv ices. 
No 
fo rmal 
ceremo nies fo r th e sacraments 
are o bserv ed, bu t th e spiritu al 
significance o f baptism and co m­ 
mu nio n are deeply engrained as 
an 
impo rtant 
element 
in 
its 
teach ing. 
To day , th e ch u rch h as a h eal­ 
ing ministry carried o n by mo re 
th an 7,000 fu ll-time pu blic Ch ris­ 
tian Science practitio ners in o v er 
40 co u ntries. Cases bro u gh t to 
th em co v er th e wh o le range o f 
h u manity ’s pro blems and co ndi 


tio ns, mo ral and ph y sical, and 
th ey are ju st as apt to be deal­ 
ing with alienatio n, inju stice, po v ­ 
erty , o r criminal h abits as th ey 
are with sickness. Health is lo o k­ 
ed u po n in its deepest sense as 
spiritu al wh o leness.

Pro bably ev en mo re impo rtant, 
h o wev er, is th e fact th at th e in­ 
div idu al Ch ristian Scientist no r­ 
mally feels a deep necessity to 
bring th e practice o f h is religio n 
increasingly into ev ery aspect o f 
h is life.

Th is is th e co mmitment th at 
th e Ch u rch will be reaffirming 
th is y ear in th e Centennial o f th e 
disco v ery o f Ch ristian Science.

CHICAGO (AP) - One day 
after Dr. Martin Luther King 
to o k o v er a So uth Side slum 
building witho ut co urt appro v al, 
the city o f Chicago went to 
co urt to ask that the o wner be 
fined $4,600 a day fo r 23 build­ 
ing co de v io latio ns. 
But the Co rpo ratio n Co unsel’s 
o ffice said that legal 
actio n 
against the landlo rd, J. B. Ben­ 
der, was begun befo re Dr. King 
o pened his civ il rights driv e in 
Chicago . 
Sev eral legal and public aid 
o fficials deno unced King’s ac­ 
tio n. 
A pro minent Chicago Negro , 
Judge James B. Parso ns o f U.S. 
District Co urt, said King’s ac­ 
tio n was the same as theft. “ The 
laws o f theft are as impo rtant 
to Negro es 
as 
they 
are 
to 
any o ne else,” he said. 
‘I am no t in agreement with 
civ il diso bedience 
o f the 
flo ut­ 
ing o f go o d laws,” he said. “ This 
is a rev o lutio nary tactic.” 
Officials o f the Co o k Co unty 
Department o f Public Aid said 
King had no legal right to car­ 
ry o ut his plan to seize the build­ 
ing and use the rents to re­ 
pair it. They said the rents o f 
two residents who receiv e pub­ 
lic aid wo uld no t be paid to Dr. 
King. 
The building’s o wner, ho wev ­ 
er, said he was happy with Dr. 
King’s actio n. Bender, 8 1 and an 
inv alid, said he had been ill and 
unable to do the wo rk him­ 
self.

Fox, Crow 
Hunters Must 
Have License 


SPRINGFIELD — Fox hunters 
and crow hunters must have valid 
hunting licenses in their posses­ 
sion unless they reside on the 
land where they are hunting, the 
Illinois Deaprtment of Conserva­ 
tion announced today. 
William T. Lodge, director of 
the department, said that some 
hunters evidently do not realize 
that, even though no season or 
limit is set on foxes or crows, 
they are still considered to be 
protected species under the Il­ 
linois Game Code. 
“ The only person who is not 
required to have a license while 
hunting is a landowner or a 
tenant hunting on the property 
where he lives,” Lodge said. “ All 
other hunters must have a valid 
license in their possession when 
hunting and must show it to a 
conservation officer when request­ 
ed to do so.”

western University (Evanston) in 
1910.

After a stint in the army where 
he rose to the rank of captain, 
Omer was hired as athletic direct­ 
or at Carthage College at its old 
campus in Carthage, Hl., during 
1921. (The Illinois campus was 
closed in J une of 1964 and all 
programs consolidated at Carth­ 
age’s new campus in Kenosha, 
Wis, Hie old campus is now a 
thriving junior college). 


Omer, W’ho was born on a 
farm near Clayton, HI. (Adams 
County), gave up all coaching 
duties at Carthage in 1935 after 
his protege, Herbert Hub’ Wag­ 
ner, was appointed athletic dir­ 
ector. Omer stayed on as a teach­ 
er until he retired in 1941. 


Carthage alumni and followers 
will never forget Omar for the 
great traditions that he helped 
foster at Carthage. He did as 
much for the Redmen as he ac­ 
complished for prep athletics in 
Illinois.
